Nuinls red w ith otln-r fallacies in hor- 
ticulture is the idea that "seedling 
{s-aches an> more hanly aud reliable 
than budded treia" A writer in The 
American Agricultarlsl te s t ed tkis and 
reported as fellows' A large number of 
seedlings and budded trr rs were planted 
under identjral rotiditions. S ven years 
after they w. le planteil the jm rcentage 
of loss anions tin' m i dlin^^s was mori.- 
than double that of the budded tree* 
The fruit borne by the sesdUugs, which 
weta grown firom ssedaf skataasssdllng 
frait, WM without eseeptioa inferior tc 
that ham the budded trees.
